SANTA BARBARA, Nov. 5.—This 
city will supply carob seed for a wide 
series of experiments which the 
United States government is to under 
take in this State, Arizona, Nevada 
and New Mexico. It is believed the 
carob will solve the fodder problem 
and the desert cultivation problem. 
“The day may come when the des- 
erts will be extensive forests of carob 
trees,” said Horticultural Commission- 
er C. W. Beers today in announcing 
the extensive governmental experi- 
ments. “As a fodder plant the pods 
of the carob cannot be excelled. The 


horses used most effectively in the 


European war are those fed on the 
earob.” 

Today the commissioner shipped 
twenty pounds of seed to Los Angeles 
and sixty pounds to Washington. He 
has a small army of seed collectors 
now gathering seed from the trees 
about the valley, and cuttings are also 
being shipped. The government will 
use all these in experiments and will 
ship here hundreds of pounds of seed 
from the best groves in Arabia. 

The distribution of the seed is made 
free, with the one idea of getting the 
planting started quickly over as large 
an afea 6f the Southwest as possible. 
The plant ts what is popularly known 
as “St. John's bread.”
